NEW YORK, Feb 
12—The LaGas 


cogne, the missing French line steamer 
which it was supposed had been lost 
waa sighted yesterday afternoon at 4.25 
o'clock 08 Fire Island and not long 
after arrived safely in the harbor with 
her crew and 
passengers. 
At 10 


o'clock this morning she reached quar- 
antine and at noon today she was at 
her dock 


Mr Edgar W. Mix, a representative 


of 
the Thompson-Houston Electric 


company who was a first-class cabin 
passenger on the LaOascogae, gave the 
lepo'tcr a graphic story of the voyage: 


"When we sailed out of the bay at 


Havre on January 26 last," he said, 
'the weather waa very pleasant and so 
during the first twenty four hours we 
went, 444 miles towards home. 
On the 


;he third day out, January 29, the first 
.rouble came. It waa about 10 o'clock 
in the morning when a shook came 
that made us believe we had struck 
an 
ice berg 
In 
a short time 


we were informed that the

dent which had occurred was not 
a serious one; that there was a break 
n the piston rod of the intermediate 
cylinder and that it could be very 
jasily repaired.

Then when we were still 


ying under no headway we were struck 
iy this terriffic storm, which was more 
f a cyclone than anything else Snow 
nd hail accompanied the storm, and 
11 passengers were ordered' below by, 
be captaio The hatches were battered 
own and everything was made as 
ight as possible. We, in the saloons, 
xpeiienced no discomfort except that 
aused by the extreme pitching and 
oesing of the vessel. 
But it was 


ufully lonesome. During the storm, 
rhidh tasted'twenty-four hours, a-life' 
ioat v/na broken to splinters' and 'all of 
ije failing around the smoking room 
was torn from its stanchions. 
We did 


not .know this until afterwards. There, 
was absolutely no panic, but the women 


'era very nervous, as was very natural 


under the circumstances.

the ship pitched and tossed, the wind 
lutside howled and screamed and the 
torm of hail beat on the decks with a

We below did not 


know just what was going on, but those 
men played on never missing a chance. 
)n Monday the storm let np and half a 
mndred tons of broken machinery was 
removed and the engines were started 
'pry slowly, and we steamed for 103 
miles. Then we stopped, because the 
ournals had become overheated again 
and besides it was ncc:ssary to inspect 
the machinery. 
From that time on we 


proceeded under easy headway, al-

Maurice Cody, well known among 


ihe early settlers of Fort Wayne, was 
)orn in County Coik, Ireland Septem- 
ier 15. 1818 the son of John and Mary 
Holland) Cody 
His parents were 


loth born in County Cork, the father 
n 1790, and the mother in 1804 
They 


emigrated to America in 1825, and 
iettled at Oswego, New York, where 
the mother died iu 1829 
In the fol- 


owing year the father died at Horse- 
leads, Chemung county, New York. 
.u 1832, Mr. Cody removed to Penn 
Tan, and from there to Maryland, in 
the fall of 1833, and in in December, 
1834, 
he came to Fort Wayne. 
His 


route thither was over the Alleghany 
mountains to Wheeling, Wast Vnginia, 
thence to Columbus, Ohio, and then to 
Croy and Piqua, and up the St Mary's, 
and then overland to Fort Wayne 
brought what was called the Black 
swamp country, the difficulties of which 
may be imagined from the fact it re- 
quired three weeks to make the trip, 
aud one six miles of the way required 
hree dajs to traverse. In company 
with him were his uncle, Patrick Cody, 
ind Patrick and Gorrett, his brothers. 
On reaching Fort Wayne Mr. Cody en 
;aged in cutting stove wood aud other 
odd jobs, until 183'i, when he became a 
clerk in the pioneer store of Michael 
ledekin, with whom he was associated 
or four years 
In 1841 he wa3 in- 


vested with Mr. Hedekin in a store 
one mile east of Antwerp, Ohio, where 
10 lived eleven months, but subse- 
quently he returned tr> Fort Wayne, 
was married, and purchased a farm in 
St Joseph township. 
He had oc 


•upied this but six months, when he 
went to Fauldiug county, Ohio, and 
was there engaged in the merchandise 
Business for two years 
Returning to 


Fort Wayne, in October, 1845, he went 
to Chicago, and became engaged in 
the merchandise business at 
Blue 


Island. 
In May, 1847, he resumed 


raainess at Fort Wayne, and was in 
the merchandise business until 1862, 
when he went into the milling bus 
iness on the St. Mary's river, ten miles 
sooth of the city, and was so engaged 
for twenty years 
Previously he had 


been engaged in the ice business for 
four years, in the city. 
Since 1882 he 


lias been living in the city, on the same 
lot, on. the corner of Barr and Superior 
streets, that he rented in 1SJ5, and 
bought in 1847 
For 2j years he was

The editorial m the 


Journal making this apology to the city 
ofhciaU is as follows 


The Journal in its issue of December 


23 !S94, ponding a heated discussion 
as to the ditierent political manage 
nents of the city adnuni°tration, pun- 
ished quite a lengthy article concern- 
ing the mnyor, Supt Liggett and the 
police force 


la that article the Journal stated and 


ntimated that the mayor, supermtend- 
jnt of police and the police force under 
aim, were protecting within our city a 
orm of gambling known as ' policy,' 
and that the mayor and said officers 
were receiving the sum of five hundred 
dollars and more, each week, for such 
protection 


The Journal does not now and never 


did desire or intend that any citu»n or 
other person should be injured by rea- 
son of any article appearing in its col- 
umns, unless the truth and fact ex- 
sted, to support such article or charge 


And now, with reference to said 


aiticle we desire to state that TDE 
Jotm-UL does not know of any acts of 
commission on the part of the mayor, 
5uparindendent Liggett or any of the 
he officers of the city which in any 
manner sustains, or tends to sustain, 
>he charges and insinuations in the 
article referred to, that the mayor or 
any of said officers received any pecuni 
ary compensation whatever for the pro- 
:ection to said form of gambling, and 
n reference, thereto knows of no fast 
or act that in any manner affects the 
character of any of the officers with 
reference to that subject, and now 
cheerfully, fully and justly, withdraws 
said charges. 


The suits which had been brought 


against the Journal was one by Mayor 
Oakley for $25,000 damages, one by 
Superintendent of Police Liggett for 
;25 000 and also suits by lour members 
of the police force for $5 000 each 
The 


attorneys for the plaintiffs were L. M. 
t H W Nmde, Vesey & Heatou and 
City Attorney Ninde and it was their 
ntention to push the suits to trial 
The petition denied the truth of the 
Journal's charges and characterized its 
utterances as libelous 
The Journal 


lad not filed an answer to the petition, 
although the cose was to have been 
called today. 


The Journal company agreed to pay 


all the costs of the cases and make a 
retraction of its mistatements.

Last evening at the Free Methodist 


church, on East Crcighton avenue, Rev. 
Serkin, a native Aimoaian missionary, 
gave an interesting account of the cruel 
and inhuman treatment of tho Chris- 
tian people of h's country by the bar- 
baric Kurds and other Moslem tribes 


There persecutions have been going 


on year artsr year ever since the Chris- 
tians first asserted themselves in that 
region 
So common have they become 


that the persecuted people have ac- 
cepted them as a matter of fact, and 
cannot help but feel that they are mar- 
tyrs for the faith in the same manner as 
the early Christians in Rome and other 
southern cities and countries. 


According to Hev. Serkin the greater 


part of Armenia is a desert. In some 
portions the soil is fertile and crops 
flourish, but a Christian has uphill 
work to keep soul and body together. 
He must rant his land from the Mos- 
lem and then his share of the harvest 
is only one third. Out of this small 
allowance the Christian is often com- 
pelled to pay exorbitant taxes 
If he 


complains he is met on some lonely 
ughway by a band of marauders, strip- 
ed and compelled to undergo the 


most barbarous torture 
Whipping on 


the bare feet with long switches is a 
playful sport compared to some of ,the 
atrocities 


Often limes a band of Christians will 


38 caught aud tho entire party lashed 
to trees, where their naked bodies are 
whipped until death ensuts. At other 
times some luckless Christian is tied 
to wild horses and pulled to pieces. 


Periodically, 
however, the perse- 


cutions break out on. a gigantic scale, 
as the recent murder of thousands of 
nnocent men, women and children 
;oes to show. These periodical out- 
breaks are instigated by wealthy Turks 
who thus find an easy way to replenish 
their harems with beautiful Christian. 
;irls from the land of Armenia. Fath- 
ers and mothers are put to death and 
the children carried off. During the 
recent raids villiage after villiage was 
wiped out of existence. At one place 
300 girls and women were locked up in 
a church and after having been kept 
there for a week by soldiers all of the 
captives were slowly tortured to death. 


Rev. Serkin went on to state that the 


daily prayer of the Moslem was that he 
might kill a Christian and thus come 
closer to the smiles, of Allah in his 
seventh heaven of bliss 


The Christians of Armenia, as a class, 


are miserably poor. Few of them have 
more than one garment at a timo and 
that is usually greatly abreveated both 
in length and bredth. In fact, taken 
all rrund, Armenia is about the sadest 
spectacle in all contemporary history. 


Eev. Serkin is a picturesque foreigner 


of middle sge. As is the custom of 
the country he has never shaved his 
beard and it has consequently assumed 
extensive pioportions 
The missionary 


his only been in this country a few 
months, having come here with his 
wife and children 
His family are now 


in Baltimore where the children are 
being educated. They will remain in 
this country live yeare The father, 
however, is en route home by the way 
of San Francisco and the west. He will 
circumnavigate the globe before he 
reaches his native city, Kendeihn, in 
the south of Armenia 


Eev. Serkin chatted pleasantly with 


a SENTINEL representative last evening. 
At his home he preaches in a stone 
church built in tho fourteenth century. 
He has a congregation of 700 families 


The south of Armenia is a tropic 


country and the people live entirely on, 
fruit 
Before reaching home the mis- 


sionary stated that he would be com- 
pelled to take a journey of ten days on 
the back of an elephant.

A 'Magnetic Cannon. 


It is a wonder that nobody heretofore 


has thought of making a huge magnet, 
as large, sa;r, as a Cleopatra needle, and 
seeing wheSher its foroo could not in 
some way bo applied to industrial op- 
erations, Tho nearest approach to such 
magnet has been made by Colonel King 
of the United States array at Willett's 
point, which juts out from Long Is- 
land into the sonnd. Colonel King has 
magnetized a cannon 17 feet long by 
•wrapping it closely with insulated cop- 
per wire and then passing electrical cur- 
rents through the wire. It took more 
than ten miles of the wire to wrap tha 
cannon. 


The effect is very strange. By con- 


necting the huge magnet with another 
cannon aloagsida two electrical poles are 
produced. The weight of the two caii- 
nona together is 48,000 pounds. When 
currents of electricity are made to pass 
through the copper wire wrapping, the 
magnetic needle is bent from its course 
at a distance of 200 feet away. Within 
a certain distance of the big gun a heavy 
crowbar will be whirled up tud drawn 
to tho cauuou as if it were thistle down. 
If a man tries to hold the crowbar from 
moving toward tho magnet, it Eimply 
drags the man along too. The power is 
so strong that the magnet holds fast five 
cannon balls, each weighing 826 poumls. 
One sticks fast against tho muzzle; the 
others cliug fast one to another in a 
row, 
chainltko, and hang suspended. 


One Curious fact concerning this big 
magnet is that its neutral point has 
been found. At that particular point a 
piece of iron will not ba held by it 
under any circumstances. 


Commercial Retaliation. 


It is to be hoped that the president of 


the United States will never be forced, 
to have recourse to tho sweeping power 
the law made in 1890 gives him over 
tlie prodocts of foreign nations import- 
ing goods into this country. When Ger- 
many discriminated against our pork a 
few months ago, some zealous souls 
urged Mr. Cleveland to make use of his 
extraordinary power at once, but he was 
wise enough not to do .it Again when 
Spain began to discriminate . against 
American flour the president was urged 
to issue a proclamation which would 
have stirred np a .great breeze, but 
again it was decided,to let Spain have 
time to see the error of her waya 
' The power in question is contained in 
tho congressional meat and food inspec- 
tion act passed by congress Aug. 80, 
1890. 
The act recites that whenever the 


president of the United States is satis- 
fied that any foreign government is 
making discriminations nn justly against 
"any product of the United States," food 
or otherwise,, in tho matter of its impor- 
tatiou>with that country,. then he may 
issue a proclamation directing that tho 
goods of such nation shall bo excluded 
altogether from entry into the United' 
States.. This law is formidable enough 
to prevent any country of .Europe from 
discriminating against out products. 
We could stand doing without their 
goods much better than they coald 
stand not Belling them to us. 


To Malta Plants Grow. 


A Frenchman—M. Eagonneau.—says 


bo has discovered bow to make vegeta- 
tion grow as much in 80 minutes as it 
ordinarily does in SO daya He claims 
to have got tho secret from the yogis of 
India, who go from place to place giv- 
ing exhibitions and picking np a few 
cents by making a mango sprout and 
grow several feet in a few minutes. If 
the yogis of India havoat last put some 
of their magic to a useful purpose for 
humanity, ona is glad to know it. 


The Frenchman says the secret agent 


that bnrsts the seed and heaves the 
sprout up through the earth like Jonah's 
gcrartl is formic acid. It is secreted iu 
largo quantities from tho body of the 
ant. Pour boiling water over a pile of 
ants, and the resulting infusion will 
taste sour like vinegar. 
It dissolves 


away the sheaths of seeds anil makes 
them burst into greenness. Tho yogis 
say the earth they use is obtained from 
ant hills. Earth moistened with a liq- 
uid containing one part of formic acid 
to 5,000 parts of water will make tho 
plants just hop, skip and jump, ,tiio 
Frenchman says. If tho effect on a plant 
in anything liko the effect on a man 
when ho gets a few reel ants up his 
trousers leg, one can well believe the 
etorjy'.
